18. Preparation according to claim 13, wherein the metal oxides used have been surfaoe treated to 
repel water, the amphlphillc character of the piffneAte pigment being fbmied or retained.

Preparation according to claim 1 3, v^rtierein the metal oxides used are titanium dioxide particles 
coated with simethicone and alumina.

a) dispersing an amphlphillc Inorganic pfgment particles of daim 13 in an oil phase to form a 
mixture of said micronized inorganic pigment particles and said oil phase, said oil phase 
optionally comprising one or more cosmetic or pharmaceutical auxiliaries, additives 
and/or active ingredients; 

b) homogenizing said mixture by unrfomi stirring and, optionally, heating; and 

c) during said homogenizing, mixing an aqueous phase with said mixture, said aqueous 
phase also optionally comprising one or more cosmetic or pharmaceutical aujdiiaries, 
additives and/or active ingredients.

24. A method of providing skin care, said method comprising applying to the skin a preparation 
according to any one of claims 1 3-22* 
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
